(ii 51/0 46) airfield, which is surrounded by hills on 
three sides. Part of the landing field was under 
cultivation and part of it overgrown by wrasy. A 
railroad spur track led from tae HOHRA railroad sta- 
tion tothe airfield. Five brick buildings, guarded 
by Soviet sentries and allegedly filled with ammunition, 
were located on the southern border of the field. ia jor 
repair work would be reyuired to make the field service~ 
able again.
